The facts were that on the 14th November, 
1920, the deponents attended Divine Service 
at Monastereden, near their homes... While in 
tthe church grounds before the Service began 
they were approached by the plaintiff, who 
said to them that they were the two that he 
wanted to meet. The plaintiff seized Patrick 
Harrington by the throat, and Harrington 
tried to defend himself. The plaintiff hit 
James Towey with his fist in the mouth, and 
at this time James Towey (his son) went to 
his father’s ‘assistance. A clergyman then 
came on the scene and the matter ended, At 
the time the writ was served,-on 15th Decem- 
ber, 1921, the state of the country was most 
disturbed. A strong agitation was then in 
existence against the prosecution of legal pro- 
ceedings in the then existing Courts, and the 
defendants were compelled by the local Volun- 
‘teers to promise abstention from those Courts, 
The plaintiff attended a Republican Court and 
gave an undertaking not to proceed with his 
action. In March, 1921, the plaintiff left the 
locality, and he was not seen again for a long 
time... Meantime they saw in the Press that 
the plaintiff had obtained. judgment against 
them. The Volunteers then arranged that the 
plaintiff should be paid the costs of the action, 
when proceedings would be withdrawn by 
him. A collection was made in the locality, 
and over £100 was obtained and paid over to 
the plaintiff’s solicitor. In the autumn of 1923 
the plaintiff returned to the locality, and they 
received letters from his solicitor asking for 
payment of the amount of the judgment and 
costs, which judgment had been registered as 
a mortgage against their farms of Jand. 

The plaintiff, in an answering affidavit, 
stated that he owned a farm and residence in 
the townland of Clogher, adjoining the de- 
fendant, Patrick Harrington. He had been 
frequently absent from the country, and dur- 
ing his absence suffered much loss owing to 
constant wilful trespass on the part of the 
defendants and their friends. When he came 
home in the year, 1920, with the intention of 
residing there permanently; he was treated 
with .hostility by the defendants, who ap- 
peared disappointed and annoyed at his com- 
ing to tive on his farm. In order to make it 
impossible for him to reside there in peace, a 
renort was published that he (plaintiff) was a 
police spy, and it came to his knowledge that 
the defendants were giving circulation to this 
falsehood. He then described the incident out- 
side the church of Monastereden, and said 
that the defendants’ statement that he at- 
tacked them was untrue. The statement that 
he agreed to a settlement of the matter by the 
Sinn Fein Court was false, as he was never 
asked to do so. In March, 1921, a band. of 
armed men in disguise entered his premises 
and, after. treating himself and his sister-in- 
law with great brutality, drove away and stole 
all his cattle, value for £345, none of which 
he had ever recovered. He was forced to fly 
from the district for three years, and in his 
absence his lands were trespa on, his 
dwelling-house and buildings were burned 
down and his fences destroyed. He had been 
rendered almost destitute, and could not 
afford the expense of a new trial of the action.

The Dock Strike. 


The dockers’ strike continues, and there 
seems to be no mmediate prospect of a 
settlement. Some rough scenes were 
witnessed to-day when attempts were made 
to remove meat from the docks to the store- 
houses, and it is feared that such inci- 
dents may increase during the next few 
days. London is on the verge of a meat 
famine; for it was stated at Smithfield 
to-day that the great cold storage vaults 
are rigorously picketed by the strikers, 
thongh there is a supply of meat out of 
storage available whith may last until the 
end of the week. Once that is gone a 
serious shortage is inevitable. In the cir- 
cumstances, there is scarcely likely to be 
any considerable rise in the price, but as 
the cheaper varieties disappear the more 
expensive English meat, will certainly cost 
the consumer more. 


Strike Pay. 


The dockers on strike are to receive an 
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Fam allowance of one pound per. week Írom 
their union, with two shillings íor every 
child. The money is to be distributed 
between Wednesday and Friday. The 
dockers’ union, it is said, has sufficient 
means to pay a strike allowance for some 
little time, and when the union funds fail 
appeal will be made to other unions not 
taking part in the strike. 


A Royal Speech. 


The Prince of Wales, as President of 
the British Empite Exhibition, is to broad- 
cast a speech from 2L0 on March 18th 
at nine o'clock, The speech is to be 
broadcasted to all stations, and the 
Imperial aspect is not to be overlooked ; 
for it is hoped that in all parts of the 
Empire attempts will be made to follow 
the speech, and that it will also be heard 
in the United States. 2LO has been 
heard in various districts of the Empir» 
before, but much remains to be done 
before reception can be guaranteed. It is 
now suggested that it might be possible 
for the British Broadcasting Company to 
experiment on a wave length of 1,600 
metres, so that it might be used for the 
speech. If this possibility could be 
realised, the most powerful station ever 
adapted to wireless telephony would be 
able to send out to the world the story 
of the wonders of the Empire Exhibition.

The guestion of holding up the meat 
supplies in the Smithfield (London) cold 
stores 1s to be considered at once by the 
Union leaders, and it is not unlikely that 
for tactical reasons the embargo will be 
lifted. 

The ;question of safeguarding the food 
supplies of the population is being con- 
sidered by the Government, and Mr.

NO TRACE FOUND IN 
IRELAND:

The following statement was issued by the 
Department of .Agriculture in Dublin last 
night :— 

In connection with the outbreaks of: foot- 
and-mouth disease amongst Irish cattle in 
Nottinghamshire, notified to the Department 
last Saturday, the Department’s inspectors 
completed this morning the tracing of the 
animals concerned in the outbreaks to their 
home farms, and the inspection of all the 
animals remaining there. 

These investigations extended over wide 
areas in Counties Carlow, Cork, Kilkenny, 
Tipperary, and Waterford. Forty farms have 
been visited and upwards of 1,300 animals 
have been inspected. 

No trace of foot-and-mouth disease has been 
discovered in any instance. 

Following upon this result, the Department 
at once communicated by telegram with the 
British Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries 
on the question of the removal of the embargo 
respecting the shipments of Irish animals.

THE NEED OF THE MOMENT. 


The Times observes in a leading article :— 
The new fegislative Assembly of India, the 
second Assembly elected er the Reform 
Act of 1519, has just concluded an extremely 
int@resting debate.

GREAT MOVEMENT. 


Mr. Ernest Blythe, Minister for Finance, 
was present yesterday at the first meeting 
of the Central Committee, formed to ad- 
vance the “savings movement” in the 
Free State—the encouragement of thrift 
and the advocacy of the State-guarantee| 
Savings Certificates as a suitable form of 
investment for people of small means. 

Reference was made at the meeting 
(which was held at the Shelbourne Hotel, 
Dublin) to the example of the National 
Savings Committees in Great Britain and 
elsewhere, and it was indicated that the 
Central Committee would be asked to 
undertake the formation of local 
mittees to work the movement throughout 
the country. : 

Mr. T. P. Gill, who has accepted the 
invitation of the Government to be Chair- 
man of the Central Committee, presided 
at the meeting, and in* opening the pro- 


com- 


| ceedings said that the Central Committee 


was not yet complete, as answers were 
still awaited from prominent and’ repre- 
sentative citizens who had been invitel to 
co-operate, 


MINISTER’S ADDRESS. 


Mr. Blythe, who was received with 
applause, thanked the members present for 
having eonsented to give the Committee their 
help in the work designed for it. 

The object of the savings movement, which 
the Committee was to promote was not, 
primarily, he said, to get money for the Go- 
vernment. The Government were in the 
happy position that, by the ordinary method 
of raising loans, any money that was neces- 
sary for financing the State could be obtained 
easily. .The Government s policy with regard 
to this matter of savings was dictated by their 
desire to get certain social and economic re- 
suits. Even if they had passed the period 
when they had to borrow to meet the require- 
ments of the public service, the Government 
would still think it well to provide the 
facilities for thrift and saving constituted by 
Savings Certificates. 

There used to be accepted in the world a 
certain type of stage Irishman, who was sup- 
posed to represent and personify the Ivish 
character—an improvident, thriftless kind of 
individual, who went inevitably into bank- 
ruptcy. (Laughter. ) 

The future of this country would depend 
very largely on thé social and economic habits 
of the people. If the people were going to 
be careless and spendthrift, there would be 
no solid foundation on which prosperity or 
development could be based. 

The Government felt that it was very desir- 
able to encourage thrift and saving amongst 
all classes of the people, and especially 
among the poorer classes, by giving them 
facilities for investing whatever savings they 
had that would compare with the facilities 
that richer and better-off people had. Sav- 
ings Certificates issued through the post 
offices and banks gave a return of 54 per cent. 
to the person who could only invest 15s. 6d. 
occasionally. . The Government could really 
borrow mony a little cheaper than that, and 
go by continuing to issue Savings Certificates 
at, that fieure the Covernment were really 
losing a little: The interest on money bor- 
reat in thé ordinary market -was,net free 
of wleome tax, whereas the interest Om Savings 
Certificates was 5: per cent. free. The 
Government felt, however, that there were 
very great advantages for the country in the 


, continued issue of these certificates. even at 


their present price, in order to encourage the 
habits it was hoped to see springing up. 
STABILISING EFFECTS, 

They also hoped, as far as possible, to get 
stabilising effects that would arise from hav- 
ing large numbers of people in all 
holding some form of Government stock 
They believed that it would tend to make for 
peace and constitutional development in the 
future, and to prevent any irregular or violent 
methods which would lead to disturbed con- 
ditions, and hinder. progress of any lind. 

If they had anything like the success that 
had been achieved in England in 
the savings movement, they would 
have hundreds of thousands of people 
holding certificates and _ interested in 
the stability of the State to that extent 
Going beyond that, however, he believed that 
it was very desirable that they should pro- 
mote among the people the disciplinary and 
self-reliant habit of doing what they could to 
provide for their own future needs—their own 
personal needs and those of their families 
by exercising’ a certain amount of self-denial 
to whatever extent was in their power. 

No nation eou!d be saved by governments 
or institutions. The habits and the spirit of 
the people were what counted in every pos 
sible emergency. A great deal could be done 
to create habits, especially when any grea! 
change had taken place. When old habits and 
old ways of looking at things had to some 
when people 
faced with new tasks and new responsibilities 
and their minds were receptive to new ideas, 
a great deal could be done to get them to 
adopt\habits that would be of benefit to them- 
selves and to the community at large. The 
Government would like to encourage as far as

“We are convinced that the present in- 
dustrial situation in this country is a serious 
menace to its future well-being; that the 
national revenue necessary to ensure a con- 
tented community cannot be obtained until 
such time as industry 1s enabled to develop 
in our midst; that this result cannot be at- 
tained under existing conditions, aud that it 
is the duty of the Government to take im- 
mediate and practical steps to aid in fostering 
and developin, industry ia this country.” 

The above statement appears in the annual 
report of the Irish Industrial Development 
Association, which poiris out that, while 
there is a certain improvement in Irish indus- 
trial conditions to be noted, the set-back to 
Irish industry resulting tror: the rolonged 
strain imposed on the country by the recent 
political struggles has by no means beer 
rectified. 

The continued unsettled condition of many 
foreign countries, the depreciation of foreign, 
chiefly European, currencies. higher and mote 
numerous foreign tariff walls, are amongst the 
causts set out as responsible for the unsatisfac- 
tory industrial position in the Free State, which 
is open to exploitation by foreign manufac- 
turers. 

The Association welcomes the recent pro- 
mise made in the Dail by the Minister of 
Industry and Commerce, that the Government 
will, before the introduction of their next 
Budget. examine this question of exploitation 
of the home market by foreigners, and trusts 
that the Government: will devise a scheme 
which will set going the wheels of industry 
to an extent that will effect a considerable 
diminution of unemployment, and enable Free 
State citizens to secure satisfactory occupation 
in their own country,

Under the auspices of the Irish News- 
agents’, Booksellers’, and Stationers’ Associa- 
tion a meeting was held in Dublin on Monday 
to consider what steps should be taken to 
bring about a revival in the picture postcard 
trade. .

WHAT IT HAS ACHIEVED. 

Mr. Rhys Davies, replying in the Parlia- 
mentary Papers to Sir Frederick Wise, writes: 
Early in December, 1922, the R.I.C. Tribunal 
informed all disbanded members of the R.1LC. 
that no further claims for grants under para- 
graph 8 of the revised terms of disbandment 
could be entertained unless 1eceived prior to 
the 1st January, 1923, or, in the case of men 
disbanded after the Ist July, 1922, within six 
months of the date of disbandment. 

Since that date they have tompleted the 
consideration of claims then: outstanding, and 
their work under this heading is. now at an 
end. They have also completed, with a few 
exceptions, the consideration of disturbance 
allowance grants under paragraph 2 of the 
revised terms of disbandment. Under para- 

raph 8 the number of grants made by the 
Pribunal is 1,923, amounting to £117,834, 
while the total amount issued. as disturbance 
allowance under paragraph 2 exceeds £250,000. 

In addition to their work under these two 
headings, the Tribuna! has dealt with 1,673 
applications for commutation for the purpose of 
emigration, of. which it has recommended 
1,436, and 2.229 applications for commutation 
for other purposes, of which it has, recom- 
mended 1,206. In addition the Tribunal has 
recommended 640 applications for a further 
commutation from applicints who had already 
commuted a portion of their compensation 
allowances. 

Applications for commutation are stiil being 
received in considerable numbers. and the 
Tribunal will continue to sit for the purpose 
of dealing with such applications.

BRITISH GOVERNMENT’S 
DECISION. 


Mr. Lambert, in. the House of Commons, 
asked the Minister of Agriculture if he will 
say what were the capital costs in buildings 
and other expenses incurred in the . taking 
over of the National Racing Stud; whether 
such sums were paid out of borrowed money ; 
what have been the financial results of Go- 
vernment racing during the past year; and 
whether it is intended to continue this 
pastime at the taxpayers’ expense. 

Mr. Buxton has replied as follows :—The 
National Stud was established in 1916, pri- 
marily on military considerations, as the result 
of the gift to the Government by Lord Waver- 
tree of his valuable thoroughbred stud, to- 
gether with all the live and dead stock on 
his Tully estate in Kildare. The owners’ and 
tenants’ interests were purchased for £47,625 
by meang of a Vote of Parliament. The 
stud is maintained as a breeding, and not a 
racing establishment, and there is an 
accumulated trading profit up to December 
31, 1922, of £33,580. There is no reason to 
think that the trading account for last year 
will not also show a profit. It is intended to 
maintain the National Stud, and, it is hoped, 
to the continued benefit of the taxpayer.

FISTICUFFS AT STATION, 
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MAN FINED FOR ASSAULTING 


TICKET COLLECTOH. 


In the Northern Police Court, Dublin, yester- 
day, William James Hutton, 69 St. Joseph's 
place, Dorset street, and. Sergeant James 
S. Hamilton, of the National Army, were 
charged with having, on the Sth January, at 
Westland row Station, assaulted Joseph 
Tynan, a ticket collector. .
